A Mopern Henay tHe EichtH—Exconmu- 
NICATION OF a GERMAN Prince. —The Prince 
Archbishop of Breslau has Jaunched the thunders 
of the church against one of the German Princes. 
He has excommunicated the Prince of Hatzfield 
de Tracnembourgh and de Jaschkowitz, mem- 
ber of the Order of Nobles in the General Diet 
of Prussia, at present assembled in Berlin, and 
one of the richest and most influential princes in 

The following are the circumstances 
which ha've Jed to an act of rigor on the part of 
the church 80 uncommon in the present century. 
About five years ago, Prince Germain de Hatz. 
field, who is a Roman Catholic, fell in love with 
She Duchess of Reichembach, a married lady, 
and a Protestant. For some reason the Duchess 
of Reichembach got herself divorced. Soon af- 
terwards, in virtue of a Royal Decree, abridging 
the delay which, according to Prussian laws, 
must take place between the divorce and the re. 
marriage of any of the divorced parties, the 
Prince of Hatzfield got the Lutheran pastor of 
Breslau to give him the marri blessing.— 
——— the Prince — was anxious 
to have marriage made accord to 
the rites of the Catholic church, and for eet 
purpose he applied to several ecclesiastics to 
perform the marriage ceremody, but they all 
refused on the ground that they were forbidden 
todo so by the decisions of the Council of Trent, 
and more especially by a brief, addressed in 
1843 by the late Pope Gregory XVI., to the 
Bishops of Bavaria, and in which the Sovereign 
Pontiff designates a marriage between a Catho- 
lic and divorced Protestaat as consubium adul- 
terinum.

‘This great event, the policy of which has has 
for se many years been the subject of dispute, 
and which of late has been the source of so much 
anziety, has at Jength taken place, and we are 

to congratulate our readers that the first 
result of the experiment has been affirmative in 
favor of the reform. The candidates elected 
were, without exception, democratic, but their 
suceess was less the result of the partisan 
strength of those who supported them, than the 
general conviction that they were the most able 
and reliable candidates for the several stations 
to which they were nominated. The nomina- 
tions made by the Whig convention, on the 
other hand, evinced less discrimination, and tar 
less consideration for the interests of the public, 
and the result was that the ticket made out was 
very numerously abandoned by its own party. 
_ The truthis the Whigs at first regarded their suc- 
" ceseas ceftain, and under this impression every 
greedy bar-room politician; every small pated 
and aspiring pettifogger, rushed to the conven- 
tion with thé intention of seizing by surprise a 
chance, which, every man really deserving of 
it, would have disdained to angle for. Indeed, 
this spirit and this greediness became so hot, 
that blows were threatened several times, and 
in this way the elements upheaved and inte r- 
mixed, until a ticket was produced, which, with 
but one or two exceptions, excited the contempt 
of those who were expected to rally in its sup- 
port. The result was, as we have already stat- 
ed, a general and a deserved defeat. The con- 
test for the District Attorneyship, was the most 
spirited of all, but from the beginning of the 
race, it was plain that Mr. McKeon would walk 
over the course. The division of the opposition 
secured him this advantage to begin with, and 
the end of the contest proved that he could have 
won without it—casting as he did, more votes 
than both the straining candidates: upon the 
other side. This makes his election a substan - 
tial one, and we shall be pleased to see him main- 
tain his position, during his term, with a tem- 
perate and discriminating zeal. 

The number of votes cast by both parties, is 
unusually small, but it is still large enough to 
have tested the greater portion of the actual in- 
telligence of the body politic. There was no 
refuse effort brought to bear upon this first and 
grand crisis of the elective principle on the judi- 
cial question, but every man who appeared at 
the polls, appeared there on the impulse of his 
own thought, and with the intention to do an act 
for himeelf. 

The experiment has been fairly tried and ho- 
norably consummated into a rule, and we con- 
gratulate our readers upon this satisfactory and 
substantial advance in the elective principle.

Innocent Men ExEcutep.—Sir Fitzroy Kel- 
ly, of England, has stated, that since the year 
1800, no less than fourteen persons have suffered 
death for crimes in that country, for which it 
was afterwards clearly shown that they were 
innocent. Is the Bible quotation of Whoso- 
ever,” or ‘* Whatsoever,” as we contend it was 
originally written, ‘‘ sheddeth man’s blood by 
man shall his” or “ is blood be shed,” more 
strong or imperative than that it is “ better that 
ninety-nine guilty persons should escape, than 






‘Tus Gaamp Juay—The articles which we 
have from time to time devoted to the subject 
of the Grand Jury, and to the conde of 
the whole system of their organization and their 
attributes, appears not only to have elicited a 
very wide attention and epproval in this country, 
bat to have claimed the notice and won the ap- 
probation of the discriminating and liberal of the 
English press. A recent number of the London 
Weekly Dispatch, in reviewing our remarks and 
giving an extract from one of our articles, which 
advocates the abolishment of the Grand Jury, 
and urges the publicity of its sessions as necessa- 
ry tothe safety of society, makes use of the fol- 
lowing language: 
‘¢ Now the greater portion of our good, old- 
fashioned, time-respecting readers, will doubt- 
less be ready to hoid up their hands in utter hor- 
ror at the almost sacrilegious proposal of this 
New York paper. 
‘6 Tt will be difficult for them to conceive how 
an institution which has existed almost since the 
time of the memory of man runneth not to 
the contrary, and which has not had the slight- 
est whisper made against its —— Bi can be 
dangerous to the safety of society, and doubtless 
would require something near the mark ot reve- 
lation to prove it so to their satisfaction. The 
American, however, is not so reluctant to reform 
as the’ Englishman, and he snaps bis fingers 
cheerfully at the most venerable institutions as 
soon as he discovers them to be unsuited to the 
time. Instead of being averse to change, he is 
eager in its pursuit, aod though he ofien breaks 
his shins by tumbling headlong through a suc 
cession of experiments, the grand results of his 
enterprise and his adaptive faculties, is progress 
in the end, : 
“ The New York Police Gazette makes some 
very strong points against the‘ time-honored ’ 
institution of the Grand Jury, and, among other 
things, shows pretty conclusively that, though 
the secrecy of its sessions might have been ne- 
cessary in an age when the people had to pro- 
tect themselves from the observation of an over- 
awing and persecuting power, there is no reason 
for the continuance of such a course of policy 
now. Men,who fear, do business in the dark, but 
those who are masters of their acts, who dread 
no tyrants, and suffer the penalties of no review 
but that of conscience, will have no need to bolt 
the door against public observation of their con- 
duct. There isnow no tyrant to peep through 
the key-hole to mutter datk threats against the 
free and just exercise of an independent mind. 
The aspect of things has changed since the iv- 
stitution of the Grand Jury. Power covers itself 
up with roses and smiles, and other soft methods 
of disguise, and despotism, instead of brandish- 
ing ite sceptre in the sun, now takes the place of 
weukness, and itself crouches in the dark. We 
can conceive no harm in having the just opera- 
tions of the law observed by the whole commu- 
nity, but we can imagine a thousand wrongs that 
may be done by men of narrow minds and 
vicious principles under the impunity of a mask, 
or behind the secrecy of closed doors. The ex- 
rte character ot the investigations of the Grand 
7h are likewise at variance with all just prin- 
ciple, and it is a little singular, that while the 
majority of men will yet feel a giow of generous 
indignation at the bare recollection of the secret 
and one-sided condemnations of the infamous 
*Star Chamber,’ which cost Charles I. his life 
and throne, they will not only endure, but com- 
placently applaud the combination of its most 
intolerable principles in the more homely, but 
still more inscrutable guise of a Grand Jury.” 


These sentiments are strangely liberal for an 
English paper, but they are therefore the more 
gratifying, and may be-considered as the strong- 
er evidence of the substantial force of the views 
we have put forth,and as highly encouraging 
also of their eventual triumph in that country as 
well as in this 

If the secret sessions and exparte investiga- 
tions of the Grand Jury are considered as behind 
the age and at variance with justice in England, 
in how much greater degree does the system 
militate against our institutions and our welfare 
here? There, they have but to complain of the 
evils which accrue through the secret system, 
which prevents a man from knowing his accuser 
and from the exparte tyranny which denies him 
the privilege of a reply till after his character is 
blasted and his body seized under a false com- 
plaint; but here we have to add to these griev- 
ances a flagrant derogation from the representa- 
tive principle which leaves a fatal flaw in the 
harmonious theory of our institutions. 

In England all offences ara committed against 
the King’s peace and dignity; with us they are 
perpetrated against The People. All prosecu- 
tions and investigations are therefore taken in 
their name and had in their behalf, and to close 
the doors of a tribunal thus deputised in the face 
of the sovereign power, is an assault as gross as 
would be the exclusion of the King from the 
King’s Bench 

Every invasien of a just principle or flaw in a 
just system, leaves a door open to the most 
dangerous practical evils, and the glaring evi- 
dence of the dark side of the maxim, as seen 
in the workings of the secret and partial tribunal 
known as the Grand Inquest, calls upon every 
citizen to demand the eradication of its blemish 
from the face of an enlightened and liberal code.

He isa mechanic by occupation, and 
some years since being in the Police Court of 
that city, his attention was called to the case of 
a young man, poor, needy and probably vicious, 
who was churged witha simple assault. Au- 
gustus stepped forward, offered himself as his 
bail, took the young man home, fed and clothed 
him and gave him employment. He reformed 
and became a good citizen. His success in this 


since that time he has bailed 582 offenders, with- 
out fee or reward, and two only of this number 
has abused hisconfidence. He has thus saved the 
city several thousand dollars in fees and costs, 
and the risk has not been half so great as if 
he had endorsed 582 of the best men’s notes 
in the city of Boston. More than two of them 
would have been protested. He is a good man 
and a most useful citizen. May he long live to 
continue his work of benevolence. 





Tue Dectsion.—The decision in the ‘ case 
of the property of the Saturday Courier of Phi- 
ladelphia, of which we made mention a few 
days since, was delivered by Judge Parsons on 
Saturday. It is of great importance to news, 
paper publishers. The claim of the representa - 
tives of Mr. Holden, deceased, formerly joint 
proprietor with Mr. McMakin, of the Saturday 
Courier, to a property in the subscription list 
of that paper, was resisted by Mr. McMakin, 
the surviving partner, defendant, on the ground 
that it belonged exclusively to the surviving 
partner, and could not be sold as the joint pro- 
perty of the concern. The decision reverses 
this proposition, and orders that an injunc- 
tion be issued against Mr. McMakin, prohibit- 
ing him from proceeding with the business of 
the firm; that the wiole establishment, includ- 
ing the subscription list, be sold to the highest 
bidder, a receiver be appointed to settle up the 
affairs, and make an equal distribution of the 
proceeds between the surviving partner and re- 
presentatives of Mr. Holden. In order to per- 
mit the contending patties to make an amicable 
arrangement of the matter in dispute, the Judge 
has not yet made the decree final. The stop- 
page of the publication would, of course, be 
disastrous to the value of the establishment, 
and the interests of both parties will, no doubt, 
induce a compromise.

Strenuous objections were made to the introduction of 
this testimony on account of informality, and for the 
reason that they were originally taken for no such 
purpose, but only as authority for Consular action in 
sending the prisoners home for trial ; but mainly on 
the ground that in all criminal proceedings, not only 
on the final trial, but on the preliminary examination 
before the committing magistrate, the accused has a 
constitutional right to be confronted with the witness 
es against him, and that the admission of depositions, 
especially when entirely ex-parte, deprives him of this 
right. The objections were however overruled, and 
the prisoners committed for trial at the September 
term of the United States Circuit Court. 

The fire was extinguished by scuttling and sinking 
the ship. She has since been raised and repaired, it 
seems, and is now on her cruise from whence she is 
not expected to return under some two or more years. 
The manner of getting at the testimony in the case, 
either for or against the men, is therefore problematic 
The men have been in custody a year. They were 
arrested at the Fejee Islands—sent from thence to 
Sydney, where they were imprisoned several months, 
and from thence brought into New London by the 
whale ship Merrimac which arrived last week.
